The reſt of their Cuſtoms are anſwer- 
able to their Religion, beaſtly, they go 
naked, and are very luſttul people 
wichout diſtinftion of Sex; In many 
places they are Azthropephagy, and prey 
upon each other like Wolves, they la- 
bour not much to ſuſtain themſclves, 
but are rather content to take what the 
Earth can yield without Tillage.

ſometimes forgeth and ſhapeth things 
by way of ſport and recreation ſo that 
by the credulous they are thought to 
have been Serpents, which a Coat or 
cruſt of ſtones had now covered all o- 
yer, and by the prayers of St, Hilda 
turned to ſtones. And alſo there are 
certain fields here . adjoyning, where *

He Manners and Cuſtoms of the 
Wild 17iſhare thus ſet forth by 
Srrabo, The Inhabitants (ſaith he) of 
Ireland are more rude then the Britains, 
they feed upon the fleſh of men; yea, 
and think it a point of worth to eat their 
dead Parents, wantonly they accompa- 
ny with Women, making no difference 
of other mens wives, their own Siſters, 
nor of their natural Mothers ; but of 
theſe things (faith he) we have no cer- 
rain witneſs of ſufficient credit. Pompo« 
nins Mela recordeth, that the 1riſh are 
bnctvi), ignorant of Vertues, and void 
of Religion, And Sol/nws affirmeth, that 
after Viftory they drink the blond of 
the ſlain, and beſmear their own Faces 
therewith, ſo given to War, that the 
mother ar the birth of a man-child,feed- 
{th the firſt meat into her Infants mouth 
npon the point of her Husbands ſword, 
and 
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and with heatheniſh imprecations; wiſh- 
eth that it may dye no otherwiſe then 
in War, or by ſwotd. 
But from theſe ancient and barbarous 
gaanners, we will come to the conditi- 
ons of their middle time, whom Grral- 
dus Cambrenſis deſcribeth as followerh.

At the baptizing of their Infants, their 
manner was, not to dip their right arms 
into the water;thar ſo (as they thought) 
they. might give a more deep and un- 
curable blow, never calling them by rhe 
name of therr Parents whileſt they li- 
ved together, but at their death rook it 
upon them: Their Women nurſed 
not their Childrenthey bare, and they 
that nurſed others, did affe&t and love 
them much more than their own, .

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So much were they given to Fanta® 
Mical conceits, that they held it very 0- 
minous to give their Neighbours Fire 
upon May-day, to eat an odd Eggs; 
endangered the death of their Horle 
And before they caſt in their ſeed, . they 
ſent ſalt into the field; to hang up the 
ſhells in the roof, was a. preſervative of 
the Chickens from the Kite ; ro ſet up 
green boughsat their doors in the 
month of May, increaſed their Kines 
Milk, and to ſpit upon Catte], they held 
1t good againſt Witchery , whereof 1re- 

land was tall, 
 Superſtitious Jdolatry among the 
Wild 114 was common, . yielding di- 
vine honour unto the Moon after the 
change, unto whom they both bowed 
their knees, and made ſupplications,and 
with a Loud Voice would thus ſpeak 
unto that Planet, We pray thee leave us 
in 45 good Eftate 45 thou foundſt we. 
Wolves they did make as their Goa- ſos, 
terming them Chart Chriſt, and ſo 
thooght themſelves preſerved from their 
hurts; 
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hurts, the boots of 4 Horſes they 
accounted and held Sacred: Abour 
childrens necks they bung the beginning 
of St, Fobns Goſpel, a crooked nail of an 
Horlſe thooe,or a piece of a wolves-skin, 
ind both the ſucking Child and Nurſe 
were girt with Gircles f:nely plated with 
Womans hair; fo far they wandred in« 
to the ways of errour, in making theſe 
arms the ſtrength of their healths, _ 
Their Wives were many, by reaſon of 
Divorcements, and their Maids marry - 
<d at twelve years of Age, whoſe Cu- 
{toms were to ſend to their lovers, brace- 
lets plated, and curiouſly wrought of 
their own hair, fo far folloing Venns 
inthe knots of theſe allurements. "The 
men wore Linnen ſhirts exccedingly 
large, ſtained with Saffron, the {leeves 
wide, and hanging to their knees, ſtrait 
and ſhort Trafles plated thick in the 
Skirts, their Breeches cloſe to the thighs, 
a ſhort $keine. hanging point down be- 
tore, and a Mantle moſt times caſt *over 
their heads, . The women :; wore their

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| hair plated in curious manner , hanging 
down their backs and ſhenlders from un- 
der foulden wreaths of fine Lianen, roll- 
ed about their heads , rather loding the 
wearer then delighting the beholder

Kingdom made ſubject, and their 
Flower deluces quartered with our Lions 
of Eneland, 

An enterprize remaining freſhin Me- 
mory,of Philpdate King of Spatx,againſt 
our Dread Soveraign Queen Elizabeth, 

in 
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inthe year 1588, attempting by his in- 
vincible Navy as he thought, and ſo 
termed, . under the +,Conduct of the 
Duke of Medina Celz, which with great 
Pride and Cruelty was intended againſt 
us, arrived on our Coaſts to Englapds 
Invaſion and Subverſion,had yer ngver- 
theleſs, here in the narrow Seas, the 
one part of his Fleer diſcomfited, vdken, 
and drowned, and the. other part forced 
tro their great ſhame ,in-poor Eſtate, to 
make a. fearful and miſerable gight a- 
bout the Coalt of 1r:/a,v4 homeward, 1o 
that of 158 great ſhips furniſhed for 
W ar, came to their own' Coaſt of Sp4x 
but few .and thoſe ſo torn and beaten 
by the. Engliſh Canons, that it was 
thought-they were. unſerviceable for 
ever, andeleven of-,their Enſigns or 
Banners . prepared for Triumph and 
Pride in Conqueſt,- were contrariwiſe 
ro their, diſhonour ſhewed at _ Pauls 
Croſs, 4nd in other places of this Realm, 
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Ont of the Deſcription of the Turkiſh 
EMPI K E. 


TE will rake notice of chelr Re- 
ligion, tow it is a meer Cou- 
olge chruſt upon the filly people by 
che impious ſubtilty 'of one ' Mabomer, 
whoſe ſtory is well worth our knows 
ledge, and may cauſe us to commuſerate 
the deſperate Eſtate of thoſe 'tgnorant, 
yet. perverſe and: dlondy Attichriſti- 
ans. 

His place of Birth i is queſtioned, whe-. 
ther he werea Crrexick, an Ardbian, Or 
Perſian, it1s not yet fully decided; cet- 
rain enough it is he was of baſe Parents, 
his Father (ſome ſay) 2 Worthipper of 
Devils, and his Mother a faithlefs Jew, 
betwixt them they ſent into the ' World 
a pernicious decetver-(which none but 
two ſuch Religions could have made 
up.) In the year 597. when he had 


deen tor a while thus inſtructed by his 
Gl- 
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diſtrafted Parents , poverty and hope to 
improve his Fortunes, perſwaded him 
{rom his Native ſoil, to live for another 
while among true profeſſed Chriſtians, 

where he received ſo much knowledge 
of the Word, and light of the Goſpel, 

as to pervett it; to his deſtruftion, and 
ruine of many Millions of ſouls. 

In his firſt adventurous. travels a» 
broad, he fell into the.hands. of thee- 
viſh Saracens, which ſold him to a Jew- 
iſh Merchant, and he imployed him to 
drive his Camels through Egypt, Syria, 
Paleſtize, and other forrain Countries, 
where he ſtill gathered. farther inſtru- 
ions of that truth which he intended 
ro, abuſe, His wickedneſs firſt brake 
forth into fraud, open Theft and Ra- 
pine, and other "oh of higheſt rank, in 
which he continued and ſeduced others, 
till the death of his Maſter, and after 
marryed his Aged, but rich-Miſtreſs. 

He had means now to 8 his: malicious 
purpoſes, and wealth to countenance his 


exceeding Pride, which would not be 
I 4 ſatis- 
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ſatisfied with a lower Ambition, then to 
be called a Prophet of God. This he 
began to practice, by the Counſel of one 
Sergius a Monk, who being caſt out tor 
Hereſie from (onflantinople , betook 
himſelf into Arabia, and joyned in .with 
Mahemet to make up this miſchief per- 
tet: ſee now their Juggling. There 
wanted no craft betwixt them, to make 
uſe of his worſt ations to gull the ſ1m- 
ple. For when by his debaucht drinking 
and gluttony, he was fallen into an - Ept- 
lepſie, and in his fits lay (Bear-like)gro- 
velling and foaming upon the Earth, as 
one withont ſenſe; he pretended an 
Exta-like ſwoon, wherein his ſoul was 
wrapped from his body,in which he con» 
verſt with Gabriel an Angel from Hea- 
ven, To make this tamiltarity with God 
the more to be believed, he had bred 
up a Dove to take her meat from his ear, 
which he moſt blaſphemouſly profeſſed 
tobe the Holy Ghoſt, who in ſuth times 
and in that ſhape infuled the propheſies 
which he was to preach, Laftly, what 

| tney 
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they in their wicked fancies had concei- 
ved, and meant to propagate, they di- 
oeſted intoa Volume, and called it the 
Alcoran. | 

For this too they had a trick, that ir 
might ſeem to. have been ſent from 
Heaven 1ato the hanfls of Mahemet , and 
eo this purpoſe he had himlelt fed up a 
rame Bull, which by cuſtom became fo 
familliar, that no ſooner he heard the 
voice of - his Maſter, but he would 
ſtraight run, caſt the head in his lap, and 
ule his wanton dalliance as with a Fel- 
low. Betwixt the horns of this Bull, had 
he faſtned the' 4lcoran, and conveyed 
him into a by-plice, near where he had 
aſſembled the Multitude art a fet ime, 
to expetta wondertul Miracle from 
Heaven that might confirm his Prophe- 
cy, The Scene thus ordereo, on the 
ſudden he lift up his yoice, and made a 
loud cry, which no ſooner the beaſt 
heard, but he brake his way through the 
Preſs, over-turned many of the SpeQa- 


cors, Which now ſtood aft a gize, and 
Sent- 
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gently laid his horns and book in the bo- 
ſom of this falſe conzener,which he with 
much ceremony, and fetgned Reverence 
received, and in thetr prelence opening 
the Volume, began to interpret the chief 
of their Laws, which for hereafter they 
were to obſerve, ® 

Circumciſion he allowed, and with 
the old Law forbad Swines fleſh, thar 
he might with more eaſe Jead on fuch 
as were Jewiſh z, he ſuffered hime 
ſelf to be baptized by Sergims, that the 
Chriſtian too might have in ſome mea- 
fure his content - Moſes and: our Savi- 
our he denyed not to be ' great Pros 
phetrs, bur that neither party might e- 
mulate the greater obſervance of ogher, 
and indeed eſpecially that his own 
might ſeem new, and -yet" take place 
from both , he changed the circumfion 
of the Jews from the eighth day, and 
multiplyes baptiſm, which can be con. 
ferred but once for all, upon the true 
believer. For the like reaſon of diffe- 


rence with other Nations and Secs, he 
teſe 
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icft both the Fews Sabbath, andd:em 
Chriftiavoram Daominicum , and  com- 
mands his holy ceremonies to be cele- 
brated'on the Friday; for fo it was, 
whent he Bull betowed onhim his Ale 
coran, Betore they enter the Temple, 
they waſh all the unclean parts of their 
bodles, and then to prayer, which muſt 
be-pertormed five times 1n a day with 
their face toward the South, They have 
a. Months faſt coo once every year, but 
It is pbſerved only for the day, for they 
may, when the Son is down, redeem 1t 
with what gluttony: they pleaſe 5 Wine 
is: forbidden, only for a thew that he 
might. not ſeem to have loved that 
which (he was guilty to himſelf) had 
brought him into.,. his Epileprical fits. 
Briefly, what he knew would beſt agree 
with the brutiſh deſires of the people, 
that he took order ſhould be confirmed 
by his Laws, four or five Wives to: eve- 
ry Husband, and as many Concubines as 
they could maintain, For their bliſs af- 


icr life, he propoſed no inviſible de- 
lights

lights which over reacht their under- 
ſanding, but proportioned- to each of 
their ſenſual thoughts, And promiſed 
to thoſe which would keep his Law a 
P aradife of all kinds of pleaſure, which 
they themſelves moſt affected, to the 
covetous wealth, to the ambitious ' Ho- 
nours , to the gluttcnous Meats, to the. 
Virgins rich attire, and embraces of An- 
gels, the poor ſouls were never ſo fitted; 
and when he had thus for along ume 
diſcourſed over his Alcoray, he toak a 
yoak from Sergizs, and pat it upog the 
' Bulls neck ; for ic was fore-told by an 
Inſcription brought by his door, | that 
whoſoever - could yoke the Bull, it 
ſhould be a ſign to declare the man, as 
one {ent from God, to: govern his peo- 
ple, 

This huddle of Miracles put the Ga- 
zers beyond all pauſe, ſo that in anin- 
ſtant they cryed him ap King, and held 
his companion in Reputation of a minor 
Prophet, called themſelves Muſulmranni; 
crue believers, which the Terk (till at- 

fects, 
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feds, rather than his right name of Turk, 
which imports banithmenr,and unpraids 
him rhe diſgrace of his Original, 

And now he hath paſt the difficulty 
| of his attempr, an caſte matter to draw 
| on Millions of followers, ſuch as would 
like thar Religion beſt which baulkr nor 
their pleafures; yer at laft he mer with 
an end an{werable to his beginning, for 
he was poyſoned by ſome of his own Fa- 
mily, | | 
He had long before prophefied, that 
he ſhould be wonderfully conveyed te 


Heaven, and to make good his Fraud, - 


had framed an Iron Cheſt for his Sepul- 
chre, which he purpofed ſhould have 
been held up by force of a Load-ſtone 
placed in the top of the Temple, and by 
this means have appeared to the behol- 
 dert@hang in the Air without any ſup- 
port. Bur this trick (it ſeems) was pre- 
vented by death, yet they expected (til! 
his aſcent to Heaven, till he ſtank upon 
Earth, ſo tharar Jaſt chey were forced 
te . convey him into his Iron Coffin, 
rtf which 
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which remains to this day in CIrcha a 
City of Perſia, and is viſited by the 
Turks, as the Sepulcher of our Saviour 
at Feruſalem by Pilgrim- Chriſtians,

His Kingdom is tn the utmoſt 
bounds Ea#ward of the Eaft India, 
ahd therefore lyes fartheſt remote from 
Chriſtendom, the Chinoyſe do' much 
exceed us for ample Cirtes, and multi- 
tude of Inhabitants : It is now a yaſt 
Empire, and without doubr, as they are 
infinitely populous, fo they. are propor= 
tionably Rich, beyond any other Na- 
tion of the World, Their principal 
Commodities are Silks and Sugars 
yet befides thele, they lend, forth 
Wool, Cotton, Olives, Metals , *Rhu- 
barb, Honey, Purſlain diſhes,Camphire, 
Ginger, Pepper, &c. Musk, Salt great 
ſtore, 

The-men are in their ſeveral imploy- 


ments 1nfinitely Jaborious, and ingenu- 
ous : 
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ous: it is very rare ro {ce any of them in 
a ſtrange Country, nor will they eaſily 
admit a ſtranger tar into theirs, they 
are addicted much to Manual Arts, for 
they have excellent practick Wits, and 
indeed for that go beyond any other 
Nation : Much quarrel hath been about 
the invention of Guns and Printing, 
which ſeveral people have been ambi- 
tious to take to themlelyes , as the 
Maſter-piece of - Mans wit z but withe 
out doubr they were both uſed here, 
long before any of Enrope pretended to 
the knowledge of either. In their wri- 
tings, they make not their Lines from 
the Right hand to the left, as the He- 
brews, nor from the left to the righr as 
we do, but from the trop to the bottom 
of the page, and uſeall one CharaRer 
through the whole Kingdom. Their 
ſpecial skil], which we much admire, buc 
cannor imirate , 1s in making the Pur- 
{lain diſhes white as very Snow, and. 
tranſparent as Glaſs, formed up only © 
Cockleggound in the Sea-ſhore, mixt 
with 
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with Egg thells, butlye buryed 1n the 
Earth many years betore they come to 
perfeion, and ire ſcIdom rook up by 
the (ame Artificer, which kneads them, 
but are letc 2s a portion to ſome of his 
Pofterity. 

W hen they travel over the Plains, 
they ule a kind of Coach, yertnot drawn 
with Horſes or other Beaft, bur driven 
with the Wind under«ſail as a Bark on 
the Sea, which the people are as perfeR 
roguide which way they pleaſe, as the 
Mariner 1s to direct his courſe unto any 
Coaſt whicher he is bound y as they fail 
upon Land, as if it were Sea; fo they 
dwell as frequent upon the Sea, as if it 
were Land, for they have an incredible 
numver of (hips and Boats, which are in 
many places ranked hke ſtreets upon 
che Waters, and filled with Inhabirants, 
i{uch as are here born,live, traffick, mar- 
ry, and die. Mr, Purchas Reports that 
upon one Ruver from Nanquin tO Pa- 
quiz, they are thus ordered for three 


hundred leagues, No marugf then, it 
theig 
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their number exceed any part proportio- 
nable of the whole Earth, fince their 


Land is not ſufficient, bur is forced to 
borrow room out of the Sea, for their 
habitation, Yet are they all governed 
by one Monarch, whom they call the 
Lord of the World, and Son to the 
Hun, In matters of State they are very 
Politick, in Peace wary, and in War Va- 
kant, crafty and excellent Engineers, 
Their Laws are for the molt part juft, 
and ſeverely executed, eſpecially againſt 
1dle drones which ſet not a hand to ad- 
vance their State, or maintain them- 
ſelves; they will not cheriſh the very 
blind by Alms, fince without eyes 2 
man may be fit for fome corporal im- 
ployment;z but to the maimed and 
I2me, they deny not a charitable main- 
tenance ; the Sonis bound to exerciſe 
his Parents occupation, ſo that no -pre- 
tenſe almoſt is lefe for Wonderers : and 
briefly, as far as hamane Laws can pro- 
vide, all other vain occaſions , for miſ- 


expence of time are taken off ; tor 
K with 
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within the Cities no ſtews are allow'd,or 
lewd perſons to withdraw them, Adul- 
tery is punithed with death,bur yet they 
have hberty ro take many Wives, one 
they keep at home, the reſt are diſpoſed 
of abroad, where they beſt pleaſe, Their 
Marriages they chiefly ſolemnize at rhe 
New Moon, and for the moſt part in 
earch, which begins their year, 

For their Religion, they are Geztzles, 
but have a confuſed knowledge of God, 
Heaven, and the Creation: When they 
would decipher their great God, they 
expreſs him by the firſt Letter in their 
Ailphaber, and ia their Deyotions ; they 
worſhip him as their chief (but not on- 
ly) preſerver, for they have their pray- 
ers to the Sun, Moon, Stars, and to the 
Devil himſelf, that he would not hurt 
them, Their Piieſts are diſtinguiſhed 
into the black and White Friers as we 
call them, for they much reſemble Fri- 
ers 1n their courſe of lite,ſome are cloath- 
ed in White, their heads thorn, and 


their Victuals in common; others in 
black, 
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black, long hair, and live apart, neither 
are marryed, bur both rake their liberry 
colive obſcurely, as the debaucheſt 
iwaggerers. 

The chief of the Cities is Paquin , 
where the King hath his continual Refi. 
dence, his Pallace here is compaſled 
with a Triple wall, carrys the balk and 
tace of a fair Town, for indeed his re- 
tinue are no fewer then might well peo- 
plea large City, among the reſt he hath 
» 6000 Eunuchs daily attending,ſuch as 
their own Parents have emaſcul'd intheir 
Infancy, to make them capable of this 
Court preferment, The feat Imperial 
was heretofore at Naxzquin, where ſtill 
remains a Golden teſtimony of her paſt 
glory, Ir is a fair City thirty mikes in 
compals, ſeated nine leagues from the 
Sea upon a fair Navigable River, where 
there Rides commonly at leaſt x0000., 
of the Kings fhips, beſides Merchants ; 
it hath three brick walls, the ſtreets are 
fix miles in length, of a proportionable 
breadth, and trimly paved, 
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The Metropolys is Qutnſay Or Surtien, 
the largeſt City in the world ; for ic 
contains 100 miles in compals, ir is _ 
ed in low and Fenny ground, is (ubjet 
to floods, and hath been forced in very 
many places, to ere& bridges for free 
paſſage trom one fireet to another ; 
there are in al] 12000, built of ſtone, 
ana, moſt of them ſo high, that a good 
ſhip may ſtrike under them with full 
fail, each of them hath its ten for a 
night guard. The Inhabitancs of this 
City live luxuriouſly, eſpecially thetr 
Women, who are much; more comely 
then their men, yet all of them almoſt . 
eat both Horſe and Dogs fleſh, Toward 
the South part of the City, there is a 
great lake abour 24 mtles in circuit, in 
che midſt ftand two Iſlands, whither the 
chief Nobilty repair 'and invite their 
friends to Solemnize their Marriage,and 
have in each a ſtately Pallace ereed, 
furniſhed ſufficiently with all fitting Or- 
naments for a Weddtng jollity. In ma- 
ny parts of the City there are publick 
Places 
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places of Receipt; for ſuch as ſuſtain 
any misfortune by fire, there they may 
lodge their Goods ſafe upon a ſuddain 
caſualty, till they can make better pro- 
viſion, | 

In each Province the Cities ſtand ſo 
thick, and are ſo populous, that they all 
ſeem tobe as one, one as well for rheir 
continued building almoſt as their fa- 
{hion of building ; for they all obſerve 
the ſame form, and diſpoſe their ſtreets 
alike, two broad, croſſing each other in 
the middle in ſo ſtrait a line, that the 
eye may reach clean from one end to the 
DEE. 

The Revenues of the whole Empire 
and number of Inbabicants, are not eaſily 
to be reckoned, Yet this in brief, he 
hath ſubje&t under him 70 Crowned 
Kings, gathers up yearly 120 Millions of 
Crowns, ſts nor into the field without 
300000 fobr, and 202000 horſe, 
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Ont of the Deſcription of the Kingaom of 
TARTARY. 


Hele Tartaryans, for brutith Cu- 
ſtoms, were grown odious to the 
more civil parts of the World, and as 
(Herod in his fourth Book. of Hiſtories 
delivers) were woat to ſing their Pa- 
rents to the Grave, invite their beſt 
Friends to Feaſt with their Fathers 
fleſh, and uſe his Scull, as a cap to drink 
In at their laſctvious banquets, Who 
more the Ax/aca, who quenched their 
thirſt with the bloud of him , whom 
they firſt ſlew, as it guſhed warm from 
his wounds; who more fooliſh proud 
than the Agarhyrſt, who were uſed to 
mend their beauty by a deformed paint- 
ing, and ugly ſtaining of their bodics 
with motly colours, ; 

You ſhall have here their Character, 
which 1s given by moſt that deſcribe 
them, to have Ul faſhioned bodies, an- 
{wer- 
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{(werable to their rude minds, fit houſes 


tor ſo unclean gueſts, 

Their Stacure is different, The moſt 
part have large ſhoulders, a broad face, 
with a crooked noſe, deformed counte- 
nance, {warthy colour, hollow eyes, hai- 
ry and untrimmed beard, and head cloſe 
ſhaved, Their ſpeech is boiſterous, and 
clamorous, their noiſe in ſinging, like the 
yell of Wolves, and endurance of hun- 
ger, thirſt, hear, cold and watching e- 
quais them (in ſtrength of body) to the 
moſt able beaſt, for it exceeds the com- 
mon power of a man, Their Juſt is with- 
out Law, for they except no kindred, 
but their own Mothers, Daughters, and 
Siſters. No ſpecies, for they mix with 
beaſts ; nor ſex, for they are unſatiate 
So#domites; and yet take liberty for as 
many Wives which they can maintain, 
which (contrary to our civil courſes)they 
buy of their Parents, inſtead of recei- 
ving Dowries, Their meat is the raw 
fleſh of horſes, without regard how they 


were killed, or what diſeaſes they dyed ; 
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ſometimes they fie Vioud from the 1i- 
ving, to appeaſe cheir hunger and thirſt, 
if (in a journey) they be diſtreſſed for 
want of food. 

Cities they have but few, nor hou- 
ſes other then moveable Tents made of 
Beaſts $skins, which they pitch up by 
great 1 multitudes ia the form of a Town, 
and thoſe are called hordes : when the 
Grals is once eaten bare, and the ground 
yields not meit tor their Cattcl, ihey 
trudge with bag and baggage to another 
quarter, and fo in courle they wander 
through the vaſt Deſarts unſetled , and 
indeed impatient to be ſetled , or rather. 
impriſoned (as they take it) within .any 
bounded compaſs, having the wide . 
world to roam in: Their chief Arms arc 
Bow and Arrows, which they uſe moſt 
on Horſe-back , for their moſt ſpeedy 
flight,and have them commonly ſtrong- 
ly poyſoned, for the more ſure miſchief 
co the foe, their ſtratapems are down= 
right fraud,and breach of truce,tor they 
:cep no faith with an Enemy , regard 

not 
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notany compact made upon terms of 
peace, but tollow their own ſenſe, and 
commit what out-1ages they can with 
leaſt danger to themſelves, 

Their Religion is anſwerable to their 
vile cuſtoms; Some are Pagans, others 
Mahgmetans, yet will nor be called 
Turks; but Berſemany, and their chief 
Pricſt Seyd, whom they reverence more 
chen their Maker, and admit none ſhall 
rouch his hand but their Kings; and 
theſe too with an humble geſture, their 
Dukes aſpire not above his knee, nor 
the Nobles higher then his feer, rhe 
reſt are happy 1t they can bur reach at 
his garment, bis Horſe, his any thing ; 
ſo imple are they in their ſuperſticion, 
And thus have they continued either 
Atheiſts or falſe Idolaters , ever fince 
the firſt entrance upon this Kingdom in 
the year'1187, Betore they were not 
eſteemed a Nation at all, bur wild peo- 
ple, without Law or reaſon almoſt, who 
lived in the open fields, and converſed 
with no other then their own heards of 
Cattel, T hey 
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"They ceaſe not to commit continual 
Murthers and Rapines upon the Coun- 
tries adjoyning, with an inveterate hate 
£0 ſuch as profeſs the Name of Chriſt, 
inſomuch, that they have engaged 
themſelves to pay yearly three handred 
Chriſtians, as tribute to the great Turk, 
which number they draw out of Polonia, 
Ruſsia, Titnania, Walachia, and part of

Hath theſe Rare Obſervations following, 


Frer he had left Hambrough, he 

was carryed (as he faith) day and 
night in Waggonsro aa ancient Town 
called Heldeſhims, it ſtandeth in Braxſ- 
wick-Land, and yet it belongeth tro the 
Biſhop of Colliz, where he did obſerve 
in their Kirk or Cathedral Church, a 
Crown 
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Crown of Silver 8o foot in compals, 
hanged up in the body of the Church ; 
In the circuit of which Crown were pla- 
ced 165 Wax Candles, the which at Fe- 
ſtival days, or at the Celebration of 
ſome high Ceremonies are lighted. 

Moreover there he ſaw a Silver Bell 
in their ſteeple of thirty pound weight, 
and the Leads of their ſteeple ſhining 
and ſparkling with the Sun-beams ; they 
did affirm to him to be Gold, the truth 
of which he donbred, 

From thence in his Travels, he came 
to a Town called Halver#aadt , which . 
belongs to a Biſhop ſo ſtyled, 'who is 
Duke Chriſtian Brother to the now 
Duke of Brunſwick, a long Datch mile 
Cor almoſt f1x Engliſh) is a ” (Al Town 
called Groning belonging to the Duke : 
In which place he obſerved , 

Firſt a moſt ſtately Pallace built with 
a beauritul Chappel, ſo adorned with 
the Images and Forms of Angels and 
Cherubims, with ſuch exquiſireneſs of 


Arts beſt Ind uſtry of Carving, Graving, 
Guild- 


CIO, 
Guilding, Painting, Glazing, and Pa- 
ving, with ſuch ſuper-excellent Work- 
man-ſhip of Organs, Pulpir, and Font, 
that for Curioſity and admirable Rare- 
neſs, all the buildings (he faith) and Fa- 
bricks that ever he beheld, muſt give it 
preheminence ; he conteſſeth that Hen- 
75 the ſevenths Chappelat Weftminfer, 
Kings Colledge Chappel in Cambridee, 
and Chriſi-Church in Canterbury, are be- 
yond it in height and Workman-ſhip of 
Stone; for indeed this Chappel is moſt 
of Wood, Gippe, and Plaiſter of Paris, 
but it is ſo guilded, as if it had been 
made in the Golden age, when Gold 
was eſteemed as Droſs, ſo thata man 
had need to wear a vaile over his daze- 
ling eyes, or elſe he can hardly look up- 
ON If. 

In this Church there is no Service : 
If the painted Pulpit could preach, the 
Images might (perhaps) have a Sermon 
now and then, for ſcarce at any time 
there comes any body into the Chap- 
pel, but a fellow that ſhews the beauty 
of it for 24, or 3d, a piece. In 
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In the fame houle, 1Na4 Place or Cel-

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to the Kingdom of Bohemia, which 
Kingdom 1s all incompaſt round with 
Woods and mountains, fo that there 
is no paſſage on that ſide of it foran Ar- 
my to enter into it with Munition and 
Artillery, all the wayes being uneven, 
and the mountain tops all Bogs, Moſles, 
and Quagmires; beſides, there are num- 
bers paſt numbring of Firre-trees, many 
ſtanding, and ſuch ſtore fallen of them- 
ſelves, that any paſlage might eaſily be 
ſtopped by laying them croſs the way; 


a moſt diſmal Wood it 1s, the trees 


grow ſo thick, and fo high, that che Sun 
is obſcured, and the day ſeemeth 
night, 

When they had paſt the Hilſs and 
Woods, and that they might look down 
the Mountains, into the fruittul Land of 
Bohemia, never did fight more rejoyce 
them, the lower hills being all full of 
Vineyards, and the Valleys, Corn and 
Paſture, not an Engliſh mile diſtance,bur 
a Village every way, and twenty, thirty, 
or fourty ricks or ſtacks of Corn ( _ 

their 
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their Barns cannot hold) in the ſpace of 
every hours journey : In a word, every 
thing that belonged to the uſe and 
Commodity of man was and ts there, 
and all the delightful objects to ſatisfie 
every ſenſe is there abundantly, ſo that 
nature ſeemed to make that Country 
ber Store-houle or Granary, for there 
15 Nothing wanting, except mens grati- 
tude toGod forſuch bleſſings, Then they 
came to Prague, which long lookt for 
City, Could nor be ſeen until they came 
within an hours travel of it; within half 
a Dutch mule is a fearful place, being 
_ frequented with ivbumane and barba- 
rous murderers, that aſſault travellers, 
but if ghiey chance at any time to be 
apprehended, they are racked and tortu- 
red to make them confeſs , and after- 
wards their Executions are yeryterrible: 
In their journey they ſaw above ſeven- 
ſcore Gallowſes and wheels, where 
thieves were hanged, ſome freſh, and 
ſome half rotten, and the carkafles of 
murtherers broken Limb afcer Limb on 
the wheels. When 
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When they were .come to Pragnc, 
Which was bat two qays after a moſt 


tearful execution of two notorious Of- 
fenders z the manner how , with theit 
taults, as it was tfuly related to them 
by Engliſh Gentelmen that ſaw it, I 
ſhall relate ic, The one of thetm being 
raken, apprehended and -racked, fot 
ripping upa live Woman with Child, 
and for taking the Infant our of her bo- 
dy, did ſow a living puppy into her bel- 
ly, all which he confefled he did t6 
make properties for Witchcraftz and be= 
Ing further tortured, he confeſſed when 
&where he had committed 35 murthers 
more, The other in reſpet ofhim was 
bur a petty offender, tor he in all his 
life-time had murthered but 14. for 
the which execrable tas, their deſfer- 
ved executions were as followeth. Firſt, 
they were brought ottt of the Goal na- 
ked from the girdle upward, atid ſo be- 
ing bound faſt on high in a Cart, that 
the Spectators might fee them, then the 
tangrman having. a par of Coals near 

E him, 
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him, with red ghot pincers nip'd of the 
nipple of one breaſt, chen he took a 
knite and gives him a flaſh or cut down 
| the back on one fide from the ſhoulder 
to the waſte , and preſently gave him 
ſuch another ſlaſh, three inches from the 
firſt, then on the top he cur the {laſhes 
into one, and preſently taking pincers, 
rook hold of the croſs cut,and tore him 
down like a Girle below the middle, 
letting it havg down behind him like a 
belr, after which he took his burning 
pincers, and pluck'd off the tops of his 
fingers of one hand; then paſſing to ano- 
ther place of the Town, his other nipple 
was plucked off, the other ſide of his 
back ſo car and mangled, {which they 
call by the name of rimming) his other 
fingers nip'd off; then paſſing further, all 
his Toes were nip'd oft with che burning 
pincers, after which he was inforced to 
come out of the Cart, and go on foot 
up a ſteep hill to the Gallows, where he 
was broken with a wheel alive, one bone 
after another, beginning at his Ieggs, 

and 
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and ending with his neck, and laſt of al 
quartered and laid on the Wheel, on a 
high poſt, till Crows, Ravens, or con» 
ſaming time conſume him, 

This was the manner of both theit 
executions, but I ſpeak of the greateſt 
murther particularly, becauſe it is re- 
ported that all theſe torments never 
made him once to change countenance. 
or tomake any ſign or action of grief, to 
call to God for mercy, or to intreat the 
people to pray for him, bur as it he had 
been a' ſenſleſs ſtock or ſtone, he did 
moſt ſcornfully, and as it were in diſdain 
abide it;whilſt the other Villain did cry, 
rore, and make lamentation, calling up- 
on God often, The difference was not 
much in their lives, and manner of their 
deaths, bur the odds may be great in 
their dying. 
 Inthe City of Prague is ſaid to be of 
Churches and Chappels 150, I was 
there ar four ſeveral ſorts ot divine ex- 
ercile, viz, at good Sermons with the 
Proteſtants, at Maſs with the Papiſts, 

E 2 ar 
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ata Lutherans preaching ,and at the Jews 
Synagogue, three of which I ſaw and 
heard for curioſicy,and the other for E- 
dification, The Jews in Pragse are in ſach 
great numbers , that they are thought 
to be of Men, Women, and Children 
betwixt 50 or 60000, who do all live 
by Brokage and Uſury upon the Chri- ' 
ftians, and are very rich in Money and 
Jewels, ſothat a man may ſee 10 or 12 
rogether of them, that are accounted 
worth 20 30 or 400co /, a plcce, and 
yet the ſlaves go ſo miſerably atrired, 
thar 15 of them are not worth the hang- 
ing for their whole ward-ropes. 


The City of Hamburgh, 
The priviledges of their grand hang-man, 


>} Ou muſt underſtand that this fel- 
low is a Subſidy Hangman, to 
whom our Tyburn Tatterdemallion, or 
our FWapping winde-pipe ſtretcher, is 
but a Raggamutkn, not worth the 
hang- 
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hanging. The priviledges of this Grand 
haulcer-maſter are many, as he hath the 
emptying of all the Vaults or draughts 
in the City, which no doubt he gains 
ſome favour by, Beſides all Oxen, 
Kine, Horſes, Dogs,or any ſuch beaſts, 
it they dye themſelves, or if they be 
not like to live, the hang'man muſt 
knock them on the head, and have 
their skins z and whatſoever Inhabitant 
in his juriſdigtion doth any of theſe 
things aforeſaid himſelf, is abhorred and 
accounted as a Villain without Redemp- 
tion: So that with hangings, headings, 
breakings, pardoning , and killing of 
Nogs, flaying of Beaſts, emptying of 
Vaults, and ſuch privy Commodities, 
his whole Revenue ſometimes amounts 
to four or five hundred pounds a year. 
And he is held in that regard and eſtimae 
tion, that any man will converſe and 
drink with ; nay, ſometimes the Lords 
of the Town will feaſt with him, and it 
ts accounted no impeachment to their 


hanours, for be is held in the rank of a 
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Gentleman, (or a rank Gentleman) and 
he ſcorns to be clad in the caſt weeds of 
executed offenders ; no, he goes to the 
Mercers , and hath his Sattin, his Vel- 
vet, or what ſtuffe he pleaſes meaſured 
out by the Yard or the Ell, with his 
Gold and Silver Lace, his ſilk Srock- 

ings, laced ſpangled Garters and Roſes, 
Hat and Feather,with four or five brave 
Villains attending; him in Livery Cloaks, 
who have ſtipendary means from his 
ignominious bounty. ite

Poor Carpenter dwelling in the

& Bat the Priſoner being come to the 
place of death, he was by the Officers 
delivered tothe hang-man, who entring 
his ſtrangling fortification with two 
grand hang- men more, and their men,to 
afſiſt their Hambsrghian brother in this 
great and weighty work; the Priſoner 
mounted on a mount of Earth, built 
high on purpoſe that the people about 
may ſee the execution a quarter of a 
mile round about, four of the hang- 
mens men takes each of them a ſmall 
halter, and by the hands and the feet 
they hold the priſoner extended all 
abroad lying on his back, then the 
Arch-hang-man, or the great Maſter 
of this mighty buſineſs, took ap a wheel 
much about the bigneſs of one of the 
fore, wheels ofa Coach, and firſt having

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put off his Noubler, his Hat, and being 


in his ſhirt, as if he meant to play ar 
Tennis, he took the whee), and ſer it on 
the edge, and turn'd it with one hand 
lice a Top or-Whuly-gig; then he 
took it by the Spoaks, and lifting it up, 
with a mighty ſtroke, he bear one of the 
poor wretches legs in pieces (the bones 
I mean) at which he rored grievoufly, 
then after a little pauſe he breaks the o- 
therleg in the ſame manner, and conſe- 
quently breaks his arms , and then he. 
ſtroke tour or five main blows on his 
breaſt, and burſt all his bulk and cheſt 
in ſhivers laſtly, he ſmote his neck,and 
miſfiog, burſt his chin and Jaws to mam- 
mocks, then he took the broken man- 
gled-Corps,and ſpread it on the wheel, 
and then fixed the poſt into the Earth

Strange Torments and varieties of deaths, 


6 Hey have ſtrange torments and 


varieties of deaths, according to 
the various nature of the offences that 
are committed ; as for example, he 
that counterfeits any Princes Coin, and 
is proved a Coiner, his judgment 1s to 
be boiled to death in Oil ; not thrown 
into the Veſſel all at once, but with a 
pulley ora rope; to be hanged under the 
Arm-pits, and let down into the Oil by 
degrees; firſt the feet, and next the 
legs, and fo to bcil his fleſh from the 
bones alive. For thoſe thas ſet houſes 
on fire'wilfully, they are ſmoaked ta 
death z as firſt there 1s a pile or poſt mM 
wigs ;

ed in the ground, and within an Engliſh 
Ell of it is a piece of Wood nailed croſs, 
whereupon the offender is made faſt fit- 
ting, then over the top of the poſt is 
whelmed a great tub or dry fat , which 
doth cover or over- whelm the priſoner 
as low as the middle, Then underneath 
the executioner hath wet ſtraw, hay, 
ſtubble, or ſuch kind of ſtaffe,” which is 
fired, but by reaſon it is wet and dank, 
ic doth not burn, but ſmother and 
ſmoak, which ſmoak aſcends up1nto the 
Tub, where the priſoners head is, and 
not being able to ſpeak, he will heave up 
and down with his belly , and people 
may percelve him in thefe torments to 
live three or four hours. 

Adultery there if it be proved, is 
puniſhed with death, as the loſs of the 
parties heads, 1f they be both marryed, 
or if not both, yet the marryed party 
muſt die for it, and the other muſt en- 
dure ſome cafier puniſhment, either by 
the parſe or carkafſe , which ig the end 
proves little better then balft a hang- 
Ing, One 
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One thing more: In Hams 
bareh thoſe that are not hanged for 
theft, are chained two or three toge- 
ther, and they muſt in chat ſort ſix or 
ſeven years draw a dung-cart, & cleanſe 
the ſtreets of the Town, and every one 
of thole thieves for as many years as he 
is condemned to that ſlavery, ſo many 
bells he hath hanged at an Iron above 
one of his ſhotlders, and every year a 
bell is taken off, till all are gone,and then 
heis a free-man again, ſome of the 
thieves had ſeven bells, ſome five, ſome 
ſix, ſome one, but ſuch a noiſe they 
make, as if all the Devils in hell were 
dagcing the Morrice.

But as one tale is good till another 
be told, and as there be three degrees

Axe togive the fatal blow, Hem (ſaid 
he according to promiſe) whereupon 
the tellow aroſe and ran away, but when 
he had run ſome ſeven of eight paces, 
the hang-man threw the Axe after tum, 
and ſtruck his head ſmoorhly from his 
Mouldersz Now fer all this, who ſhall 
have the place is unknown, tor they are

Theſe are the Theames of my 
mourntul Muſe, theſe are the grounds of 
my Lamentation ; Foſephws wrote theſe 
things in ample manner, which I do here 
Epitomize. That worthy Author in a 
large ſcope relates,and the Books of his 
Antiquities do tell his Countries altera- 
tions, how oftentimes they roſe how of- 
ten they fell, how often God favoured 
them, and how often his trowns was up- 
on them, and ar laſt in his anger he caſt 
them head-long down. | 

The ſeventh Bgok of Foſephas's wats, 
declareth plainly how the Kgmans did 
by Conqueſt gain the Kingdom, how 
death did in ſundry ſhapes tyrannize, 
both in Sword, in Fire, in Famine, and 
1n Rapes, 

Since Hebers Sons enjoyed the Coun- 
try, it hath been fix times waſted and 


deſtroyed; ſo that if you account _s 
tie 
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the Wars ſince the Creation that hath 
chanced, they are nothing to Feruſalems 
deſolation : No ſtory, no Memory de- 
ſcribes the calamity of old 1ſraels Tribes 
to be paraliePd: And indeed if each 
Land in the univerſal did recount the 
bloudy broyls to them, it were but a 
Molehill toa Mountain ; all which for 
{in, the Almighty in his anger heaped 
upon this ſinful Land, 

It is now about fixteen hundred years 
fince great Yeſpaſian, Romes Imperial 
Prince, with his ſtout Valiant Son,brave 
young Tit#4,did over-run Fudea's King- 
dom, and with a Royal Army renown- 
ed, did beleiguer Feruſalem with Forces 
and ſtratagems, as with Rampiers, Ea- 
gines, ſcaling Ladders and Towers,with

The befieged among themſelves, in 
this interim,fell ro Sedirion, like Bavines 
chat lyeth near one co another, if one 
burn , and burning, each one burnerh 
agother ; ſo did che Fews each other

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madly kill, inſfomuch as their ſtre et s 
were fill'd with their (lain Corples, 

Eleazer, Simon and Fohn diſagreeing, 
rent Fernſalem in pleces,each contending 
who ſhould be the chief, Fohn {corned 
Eleazer, as thinking himſelf moſt wor- 
thy to be Superiour, on the other {ide 
Eleazer thought Fohn to be his Inferi-_ 
our, and Simox {corned them, both, and 
each ſcorned another, and would not by 
apy b2 ruled or over-born, 

The City being thus divided 1nto 
three Factions, ſad itis to relate how 
horrid their bloudy and inhumane aCti- 
ons were, there all impieties were com- 
mitted in ſundry ſorts of varieties, all 
ſacrilegious acts were counted moſt no- 
ble and meritorious fa&ts : In evil they 
ſtrived each other to ſarpaſs,and labour- 
ed moſt how to ſerve the Devil, Thele 
men had no thoughts of grace and 
goodnels, but daily each againſt the 0- 
ther moſt madly fought, and over-turn- 
ed all things by their hurly burly, fo 
violent were they one againſt another, 

that 
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that they burned each others ſtore- 
houſes, with their Victnals: And with 
hearts more harder than the Adamantine 
Rocks, they drailed Virgins by the hair 
of their heads, as alſo the Aged they 
ſpared not to drag about the ſtreets, 
{ome Infants their brains they daſhed 
out,and ſome upon the points of Lances, 
they bore about the ſtreets: Ir is nor 
poſiible ro write with Pen, the devilliſh 
out-rages, and barbarons acts that was 
commirted by them, 

The- advantage upon this ſeditious 
and moſt inhumane diſorder that the 
Romans took , is moſt incredible; yer 
credible it may be, becauſe the Fews 
were altogether unmindtul of their own 
ſafety, they waſted and ſpoiled one 
another without remorſe , inſomuch as 
' their enemies, their cruel foes, relented 
and wept in pity of chem, whilſt they 
(relencneſs Vijlains) void of pity ; did 
their Mother City conſume and ruinate, 
the Channels flowed all with gore 
bloud, the ſtreets were beftrowed with 

mMur- 
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murdered carkafſſes, the Temple with 
unhallowed hands defiled; there was no 
reſpet to any, to Man, Woman, or 
Child. 

Thus this three headed multitude, 
or helliſh crew did waſte themſelves, 
till indeed they did at length ſubdue 
themſelves: but you muſt note they 
were not altogether neglecive,ſome vi- 
gilancy they had upon their enemy,and 
whilſt they were making their ſtrength 
more {ure within, the Romans with- 
out with their dreadful Batteries, 
made not only the City to tremble, 
but the Walls ro break, at which the 
factious wiſely betheught themſelves, 
and aſlembled themlelves together 
with all their powers; and, as a won- 
derment it was united together like 
good friends - And then like ſwoln Ri- 
vers bounded in with Banks, they ally 
forth and fight thejr enemies, like as the 
ambitious torrent breaks his bounds,and 
Over-runs whole Lerdihipsz, ſo did 


theſe Fews out-dare and challenge any 
that 
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that would withſtand the fury of their 
inſulcing pride, whereupon they out of 
the City came,and entred the Romers 
Army like a flood, and in their deſpe- 
rate madneſs, all was overwhelmed that 
durſt withſtand them; the Walls then 
could not be aſlaulted, the enemies 
fearful Engines was then by them ſer on 
fire, and bravely fighting they bravely 
made their enemies to retire ! 

The Battel done, back go theſe hair- 
braind rfien, and divide again, and each 
becomes the others foe, and then pell 
mell chey goto it, and begin to diſor-: 
der, and bring all things to confuſion 
with fire their Corn and Vicuals they 
conſumed, all their proviſion in a mo- 
ment ſpoiled and waſted, which it well 
kept, might have laſted them many 
years ; upon which the Famine, like a 
Tyrant, roams and rages, and makes 
all, both Old and Young, Rich and 
Poor to ſtarye and dye with fleſhlels A- 


nNatomies, 
This 
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This was a Plague of Plagues, a Woe 
of Woes, dezth 'on eyery fide did in- 
cloſe them; this being therr condition, 
they knew not what to do, to ſally forth 
' they durſt nor, for then their lives they 
were ſure toloſe, to ſtay within for 
want of food they ſtarved, out they 
could not go, for the Gates were ſhut 
and ſtrongly warded, their throats were 
cut if any ſtaid within, ſo that if they 
ftay or go, or go or ſtay, every way De- 
ſtruction they are ſure to meet With, 
Burt of all rorments, hunger is the 
worſt, for that will burſt through the 
ſtony Walls; therefore thefe people 
having been with War, Woe, and want 
on everylide beſer,do now begin to con- 
ſalc and ſtrive how cheymight get to the 
Romans, for there was their hopes, thar 
in their ſwords they ſhould find more 
mercy, then their ſtill dying famiſhe 
ſtate afforded them: And indeed when 
man is oppreſt, then is wit moſt ſharpeſt, 
and then wiſdom amongſt evils, chuſerh 


the leaſt. 
Now 
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Now they knowing Yeſpaſian for a 
noble Prince, and one that did not glo- 
ry in their Woe, they thought it beſt 
to try his clemency, and not with hun- 
ger and famine to dte, and therefore de- 
pairing of all hopes, reſolved with 
Ropes to flide down the Walls, which 
a number of them did,and fled to Titze, 
who bemoaned t he ſadneſs of their con- 
dition, and relieved and took them ro 
his grace and favour, Thus when 
all hopes failed, they were by their foes 
preſerved, ro the number of ar leaſt 
49200, 

The City Souldiers ſearched every 
houſe where they thought any Vieuals 
were conveyed ,. and if they. found 
any, the owners were moſt certainly bea- 
ten for concealing tt ; but if they ſaw a 
man look plump and fat, his throat they 
would ſurely cur , for they thought 
him too much pamperec, and too full 
fed; they would therefore ſtrike him 
dead to ſave meat and ciink, The 
Richeſt and Nobleſit thac was born both 

of 
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of Men and Women, gave all they had 
for one poor ſtrike of Corn , and hid 
themſelves and it under the ground in 
ſome cloſe Vault, and there they would 
eatit under the ground unground ; it 
any could get fleſh, they would eat it 
raw : Thus the weaker were over-awed, 
and kept under by the ſtronger. 

Noreſpe@ of perſons where hunger 

camez natural affection was then baniſh» 
ed; then the Husband did his own Wife 
reject, the Wite ſhe ſnatches the meat 
from her Husband , all pity from the 
Mother was exiled , ſhe from the Child 
tears and takes the Victuals, the Child 
plays the thief with the Parents, and 
ſteals the food, though with grief the 
Parents pine away. | 
T here was neither Free-man, nor 
Bond-man, Fathers nor Mothers, Wives, 
Husbands, Maſters, Servants, Brothers, 
Siſters, be ir propinquity or ſtrong afft< 
nity, no Law, or reaſon, or rale could 
bear ſway ; and indeed obeyſance muſt 
be given where ſtrength commands; the

pining Servant will not know his Ma- 
ſter, the Son will not ſhew his duty to 
his Father,the Commonyregardleſs to 
the Magiſtrate, each for one, and but 
for one he cared ; diſordered, like the 
cart before the horſe, force cauſed all 
reſpe& to yield, 

Theſe Miſcreants with vigilancy did 
watch where a door was locked or latch= 
ed that they could fpy, for there they 
ſuppoſed the people were at mear, and 
in their out-rage the doors they would 
beat open, where entring if they found 
them feeding, they would tear it in 
haſte out of their throats, half eaten 
and half uneaten; thefe wretches would 
conftrain the people to caſt it up again, 
they hauld them about the houle by the 
ears, to force them to bring our their 
 Victuals, which they ſuppoſed they hads 
fome by the Thumbs they hanged up, 
and ſome by the Toes, ſome had many 
blows, others were pricked with Bod- 
kins, ſadly were they tormented to re- 
veal their meat when they had none to 

CON- 
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conceal; and in truth all was fiſh that 
came 1nto their . ner, and all was food 
chat could be gpt by fraud or force, 

Graſs, Hay, Batks, Leaves of trees, 
Cats and Dogs, Frogs , Worms, Rats, 
Mice, Snails, Flies and Magpots , all 
ſtinking and contagious roots, the cover-= 
ing of their Coaches, Boots and Shoes , 
and the dung of Fowls and Beaſts , were 
Feaſts for theſe poor miſerable ſtarved 
wretches; things loathſome to be na- 
med in time of plenty, is now dainties 
among theſe ſtarved diſtreſled Fews. 

This Famine run beyond all natures 
bounds , (as beforelI have hinted) and 
confounded all Motherly-afteion, no 
compaſſion was there had to bloud or 
birth: It forced a woman to kill her on« 
ly Son, ſhe ript and diſ-joynted him, and 
diſjoyntcd him limb from limb, ſhe 
dreſt, (he roaſted, the broiled and boll- 
ed him, ſhe eat him, ſhe interr'd him in 
her womb, his life by nature proceed- 
ed from her, and ſhe her felt moſt unna- 


turally did feed upon him , - he was het 
flcih, 
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. amazed, that thereupon they preſetitly 
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fleſh, her-bloud, her bones, and there- 
jore ſhe eating him het ſelf, her ſelf 
made food: No woe can equal her mi- 
ſery , no grief can match her ſad cala- 
mities, the Souldters they ſmelt the 
meat, upon which they ſtraitly aflems» 
bled, which when they ſaw, they trem- 
bled, and with ſtaring hairs, and ghaſt- 
ly looks were therear lo affrighted and. 


left the houſe :+ This horrid ation did 
more with them, then any force of man 
could ever do; for this ſad ſight over 
came them. ; 

Oh then thou that doſt live like a 
fatred Brawn, ahd cramſt thy guts as 
long as thou canft ; thou char - doſt ear 
and drink away thy time, accounting !f 
no crime for gluttony to be thy God, 
thou that muſt have fowl of all forts; 
and haſt the bowels of the Ocean ſearch- 
ed to ſatisfie thy appetite, and haſt thy 
dainties from all parts and places, neaf\ 
and remote, and all to ſ(atisfie thy de- 


youring throat, whoſe pamper'd paunch 
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never leaves to teed and quaff, Think 
on Feraſalem, perhaps it will move 
thee in the midft of thy Dictand rio- 
tous courles, to a more temperate and 
ſober demeanor. 

- And you brave Dames , adorned 
wich Jems and Jewels, that muſt have 
Grewels and Caudles, Conlerves and 
'Marchpanes, & that too in ſundry ſhapes 
made, as Caſiles, Towers, Horſes, Apes, 
and Bears ; think on Pc«ſalem in the 
mtid{t of all your glory, and then you 
-will be more vel and leſs dainty 
poor Fernſalem had once Beauty , 
Strength, Riches, {pacious Buildings, 
Authority and hono urs yet theſe avail- 
ed them nothing , wrong trode down 
right, and Juſtice was quite forgotten, 
which was their chieteſt, cheir greateſt, 
Lactr only earthiy g G00d. 

But now one lictle plece Of bread 
they reckoned more upon, then ever 
betore they did of bags ot Gold. Scraps, | 
parings, and fragments, ec. which your 


tuil ſed Corps. dtd uſually fling away, 
with 
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wich, them | had 6d a ranſom: : for a 
King, the loathſome-garbage which ouc 
dogs tetuſe, had been amongſt the Fews - 
a dillyst-ſtate; : 

Whit within Famine plaid the Ty- 
rant;the Romans Army ftrived to' win 
the Walls, their Ih 4nd all their 
Engines were at work to batfer and: af- 
{auir the Wall: Now note, Feruſalim 
had three ſtrong ſtoge Walls , and long 
It was Ere the Rozans could get one, but 
the dearth ſo ſpread, and death' of the 
{word, as that 4n the ſtreets the living 
crod upon the dead,the Carkafſes which 
the Secitious Kkill'd, fill'd many great 
houſes, ſo that with che ſtinck of bodies 
putrefied there ayed a number number- 
leſs of people, tor burial they afforded 
none, bur where they tell they ler them 
ly le ſtink and rot, yet yery unſenfible 
were they of the {ad condition of each 
other, by huudreds and thouſands:thea 
did the f{ouldiers throyy- their liveleſs 
Corpſes over the Walls, upon this and 


cheir di{- uniting, the Romans had: high 
adyan- 
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advantages, and could with more fecuri- 
ty barter and fcale the Walls, 
" When the Romans ſaw their diſmal 

fall from the Walls, they told it to T#- 
1#5; which when ke perceived he wept, 
and lifred up his hands to Heaven and 
called on God to witneſs with him this, 

Theſe flanghters ſaich he, were no 
thoughts of mine , neither was it my 
fault, Indeed thoſe wretches that e- 
fcaped from out of the City, and came 
amongſt their foes in my Army, found 
both relief and pity, if any of thoſe that 
fled to my Army had by tte Seditious 
beer caught, they had withour remorſe 
ſtrook them dead, 

Burt another mifery I muft unfold un- 
to you, many Fews had ſwallowed ſtore 
of Gold, which they ſuppoled in their 
need ſhould help chem , bur trom 
this treaſure did their bane proceed, the 
Gold was the cauſe that many of them 
periſht, amongſt them all,one unhappy 
poor creature went privately to do the 
nceds of Nature, and in his dung he 

look- 
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leoked for his Gold, where beigg by the 
ſtraggling ſouldiers took, chey ript him 
up and ſearched his Maw, to find what 
Gold or treaſure there remained : In this 
ſore was many a Man and Woman ript 
and ſlain for che gain of Gold that the 
ſouldiers gaped for. In ſome they 
found Gold, in many none, buthad they 
Gold or not, it was all one with them, 
they were unbowelled and ſearched 
moſt barbarouſly whither they had any 
Or no, 

Burt my ftory briefly co conclude, 7e- 
ſpaſians Sonldiers had {ubdued the walls, 
& his triumphant banner was diſplayed, 
and that inthe midſt of the ſtreecs, at 
which the Fews wereall diſmayed, and 
upon which they deſperately did retire 
to the Temple, which- with ungodly 
hands they ſer on fire g which noble 7z- 
tw with great care: intreated them 
they would ſpare : Oh fave the 
houſe (quoth he) andI will ſpare you 
for the Templeſake, quench che fire, 

Wo... 7 put 
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put 'Ont the flame Oh let not aſter- 
times report that you have burnt the 
worlds unmatchaÞ/e- glory ! For your 
own fakes, your: wives, and your chil- 
drens, it from Yeſpaſtans hands you Exe 
pederace, if from Yeſpaſians hands you 
expect your lives; oh {fave your Temple, 
T::#5 doth contmand you to ſave the 
Temple, h; 

The Fews'heard of the mercy they 
might have had, but with hearts hard 
they refuſed rhe offer, they retuled mer- 
cy, and them{Mves regarded NOT, but in 
their madneſs they burned ,” conſumed 
and confounded to the ground King 
Selowens great Temple, "that Temple 
which did coſt thirty Millions, wis 1n a 
moment loſt and conlumed, The bleſt 
Sarttam Sanftorum, the holieſt place of- 
tenblefſed with Feh5w1hs ſacred grace, 
where as the Textſaith, were 22000 Ox- 
en ſlain, and 12000 ſheep beſtdes, dyed 
1t the ſame time for an oblation. 


Thar houſe of God:whaſe glorious fame. 
made 
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made all the World ro wonder, was 
burnt, and ran(ackt, and laid level to the 
ground, which when it was ſeen by Fg- 
ſpaſian aad young Tz, they cry'd kill, 
kill thoſe wretched Fews, ſpare not : to 
kill, uſe ſpeedy and Marſhal Law ; 'the 
Roman louldiers then fell on and ſpated 
none, they ſlew while they . were” weary 
of ſlaying, and had no reſpe& to Age. or 
Sex, the ſtreets were drowned in bloud, 
and flaughtered-Carkafes did ſwim-m 
in bloud, the ableſt men that were ſaved 
they carryed away tor flaves, Fohn, $1- + 
mon, and Eleazer, as they deſerved were 
brought to violent ends. | 


Now from that time that the Romans begati 
their ſiege, wntil che Cicy was won by Sedition, 
by the Sword, Fire, and Famine, wzre depri- 
ved of cheir lives eleven hundred chouſand; be- 
fides one hundred chouſand were taken as 
beaſts and ſold for {]ives, and from the time ic 
was fitſt erected, till the Romans had rake@ic, 
it ſtood as appears in Hiſtories ewenty one 
hundred ſeventy and,_nine years. : ,
